My  Maine  Cobblers  are  very  choice,  as  are  the 
State  Mills  Prize  that  I am  selling. 

My  Home  Seed  is  saved  from  a very  fine  crop, 
from  fields  that  were  carefully  sprayed.  You  can 
have  Seed  grown  from  Vermont  Seed  or  Wisconsin 
Seed  as  you  wish. 
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Remember  that  my  seed,  grown  from  Vermont 
stock,  won  the  Farm  Bureau  test  held  at  Wainscott 
in  1919.  And  seed  was  there  from  all  the  Northern 
States  and  Canada.  Last  year  the  Farm  Bureau 
would  not  allow  me  to  compete,  as  all  seed  in  the 
contest  had  to  be  certified.
